Desire Creates Beauty 


To have a good lawn and 
home landscape requires, 
first of all, a desire for 
beautiful 
surro u n d in g s. 
Without this desire there is 
little likelihood of success, 
because getting and keeping 
high-quality turf means a 
willingness to care for it, 
feed it regularly and mow 
and water properly, notes 
the Fertilizer Institute. 


An attractive landscape 
also means selection of best- 
suited 
o rn a m e n ta ls 
and 
shrubbery, and proper shrub

“ D on’t 
despair 
just 
because there isn t enough 
yard space for a vegetable 
garden. Instead, try a ‘mini­ 
g a rd e n ,’ 
or 
growing 
vegetables in containers.” 
suggests Sam Cotner of the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Serv ice. 
“ Almost any vegetable 
that grows in a typical back 
yard garden will do as well in 
a container placed on 
a 
window sill, patio, balcony 
or doorstep,” says Cotner, a 
vegetable specialist. “ And 
when gardening in co n ­ 
tainers, you don't have to 
w orry 
about soil borne 
diseases, nem atodes and 
poor soil conditions like yard 
gardeners do.” 
V egetables suitable for 
m ini-gardening 
include 
t o m a t o e s , 
p e p p e r s , 
eggplant, 
green 
onions, 
lettuce, 
squash, 
radishes, 
parsley and herbs. Vining 
plants like pole beans and 
cucumbers also do well when 
given adequate space for 
their vining habit. 
‘‘The container size will 
vary with the crop selected 
and the space available,” 
says

“ T o m a to e s , 
peppers and eggplant do best 
in a five-gallon size con­ 
tainer while six-inch pots are 
satisfac to ry 
for 
green 
onions, parsley and herbs. 
Bushel baskets, d ru m s, 
gallon cans, tubs, plastic 
trash co n tain ers, wooden 
boxes and similar containers 
are all suitable for a mini­ 
garden. 


A synthetic soil, which can 
be bought at a garden center 
or prepared at home, gives 
best results. It includes a 
mix of sawdust, wood chips, 
sh avings, 
p erlite, 
v e r ­ 
m iculite, 
peat 
m oss 
or 
almost any other type of 
growing media. 
“ Regardless of the soil 
mixture used, it must be free 
of diseases and weed seeds, 
capable of holding moisture 
and nutrients, and yet, well- 
d ra in e d ,” 
cautions 
the 
specialist. 
Cotner also recommends 
that 
vegetables 
be 
tra n ­ 
splanted into the containers 
rather than direct seeded. 
Transplant with care so that 
the 
young 
p la n ts ’ 
root 
systems receive no injury. 
To provide plants 
with 
adequate nutrients, 
water 
once a day with a nutrient 
solution. 
Prepare a 
base 
solution by dissolving two 
cups of a complete fertilizer 
such as 10-10-5 or 10-10-10 in 
one gallon of tap water 
Then, mix two tablespoons of 
the base solution with 
a 
gallon of water and use this 
to water plants about once a 
day. 
To avoid a build-up of non- 
soluable materials in the 
soil, Cotner advises watering 
with tap water instead of the 
nutrient solution at 
least 
once a week. 
The specialist has one 


a d d i t i o n a l 
s u g g e s t i o n : 
“ Since a m ini-garden is 
mobile, locate the containers 
w here they will receive 
ad eq u ate 
sunlight 
All 
vegetables do better in full 
sun.”

If you have decided on 
bare root plants (instead of 
container-grown), soak them 
in w ate r shortly ‘ before 
planting. Clip away any dead 
or broken branches, flowers 
or roots. 
The hole for planting 
should be large enough to 
allow the roots plenty of 
room 
to 
sp read 
out 
naturally, deep enough to 
jill low the shrub to set about 
an inch below its previous 
soil 
line. With balled 
or 
container-grown shrubs, the 
hole should be about 50- 
percent 
w ider 
and 
just 
slightly deeper than the ball. 
Mix the rem o v ed soil 
peat moss or other organic 
m a teria l. 
(This 
is 
p a r ­ 
ticularly important if your 
soil 
is clay or san d y .) 
Sprinkle the bottom of the 
hole with the sam e material. 
Place the plant 
in 
the 
center of the hole, making 
sure it is straight and held at 
the proper depth while you 
backfill the hole with the soil 
m ix tu re , packing firmly 
around the roots as you go. 
(If the shrub is balled, cut 
the string around the burlap 
and let the burlap fall away 
from the top of the ball. Pack 
the soil around the ball. The 
burlap will rot away later.) 
The final planting step is to

the 
roots

soaked. L ater, flow ering 
shu rb s 
will 
req u ire 
a 


thorough 
soaking 
every 
week to ten days if there has 
not been a good rainfall 
during that period.

m ulch 
of 
organic 
materials such as leaves, 
compost, straw or hay, grass 
clippings, 
saw dust 
or 
woodchips will help keep 
moisture in the soil, reduce 
weeds and add nutrients for 
healthy growth. Spread the 
mulch about two to three

Some 52 weeks ago, Dr. 
Perry Purtle led a handful of 
people to a building site on 
Custer Parkway where he 
had chosen to build a church, 
and prayed that God would 
give them the property. 
Dr. Purtle, who had been 
pastoring in the Baptist 
Missionary 
Assn., 
had 
arrived in Richardson with 
his dream, his faith, and a 
close friend, to live without 
salary for the first year and 
built the church he felt God 
meant him to build. 
Just recently, more than 
1,000 were present at a 
recordbreaking party to 
celebrate the one-year-old 
church and to view the new 
edifice now completed. 
Three months before the 
anniversary, the church 
staff went out of town on a 
retreat, 
where 
their 
“ Magnificent Sunday” was 
outlined. 
Prayer chains 
were formed and most of 
Richardson’s citizens were 
contacted to reach 
the 
desired attendance goal. 
They made it, with almost 
IOO out-of-town guests there 
as well. 
Dr. Purtle had found the 
land for his church but when 


he offered $50,000 to the real 
estate broker, he had been 
turned down. The broker had 
told him that no less than 
$100,000 would be needed to 
purchase 
the 
choice 
property. 
The next week, the pastor 
offered him $53,000 and in 
two weeks reaffirmed his 
offer, only to be turned down 
again. 


The folllowing week, the 
owner phoned and offered 
the property to him for the 
$53,000; 
later the broker 
gave the church almost an 
acre. Two other acres were 
purchased from another 
individual bringing the total 
space to 7.3 acres. 
Dr. Purtle has a vision of 
building a great church on 
preaching and teaching the 
old-fashioned religion, yet 
making the facilities and 
organization as modern as 
possible. 


He has set a goal of having 
2.000 on 
his 
second 
an­ 
niversary and adding 1,000 
each year. 
“ I don’t know what we will 
do with the people,” he 
confessed. The church is 
building a gym that will seat 


1,000 
to 
use 
for 
an 
auditorium, and a two-story 
educational unit for 1,000. 
“ If God will bless hard 
work, our goal of having the 
greatest 
church 
since 
Pentecost will become a 
reality,” 
stated 
Purtle. 
“ because the people have 
vision and ready to work.” 
Dr. Purtle is described by 
his parisoners as being, “ on 
fire” for God. And he is 


making his church “ truly a 
house of, and for God.” 
Easter Sunday at Canyon 
Creek Baptist will be ob­ 
served with a 7 a.m. service, 
at which the Church choir 
will present an 
Easter 
Cantata. The IO a.m. service 
will host a special guest 
Sonya Lee, recording artist. 
The church is located at 
2800 
Custer 
Parkway. 
Guests are invited.

AUSTIN - For m any folks, 
just the sight of a snake is 
enough to spoil an otherwise 
pleasant outing. 
And 
as 
the 
w eath er 
w arm s, 
th e ch a n ce s of 
seeing a snake increase. 
According to experts, our 
reaction to snakes is m ore 
emotional than intellectual, 
and if we fight our gut 
reaction to reptiles, there 
should be few er outings 
spoiled. 
Here are some intellectual 
considerations about snakes 
w hich 
should 
assu ag e 
prim al fears: 
-Snakes are an im portant 
part of the ecosystem . They 
eat all sorts of pests which 
offer more threats to man 
than the snake. 
-Only a small num ber of 
the hundreds of species of 
snakes found in the U.S. are 
dangerous to man. 
-If you think you're afraid 
of the snake, consider the 
snake. He’s terrified, and he 
wishes you would just go 
away and leave him alone. 
- Some snakes a re in­ 
teresting to observe. The 
hognose snake, for exam ple, 
spreads a hood like a cobra 
in an effort to bluff his way 
out of a tight spot. If this 
d oesn’t w ork, he feigns 
death, rolling over on his 
back and hanging out his 
forked toungue. 
Not that it would pay to 
become completely 
blase' 
about 
snakes. 
Some 
are 
genuinely dangerous. 
There are four general 
species of poisonous snakes 
in the U.S.. the rattlesnake, 
the 
cottonm outh 
w a te r 
moccasin, the copperhead 
and the coral snake. 
The rattlesnake of which 
there are m any subspecies, 
the cottonmouth and 
the 
copperhead are pit vipers 
which inject poison into their 
victims 
through 
hypoder­ 
mic-like fangs. 
The cora I snake has sm all, 
fixed fangs and m ust bite 
and hold its victim while 
the venom is injected. Bites 
from the coral snake are 
e x tre m e ly 
d a n g e ro u s . 
F o rtu n a te ly , few persons 
are ever bitten by these 
nonaggressive little snakes, 
and they offer little threat 
unless handled, m ashed or 
pinched.

An ice 
pack, if available, should be 
applied to the wound and the 
victim taken to the nearest 
hospital 


Like any poison, the m ore 
you get, the m ore serious the 
problem. Approxim ately 30 
percent of snakebite victim s 
receive no venom and do not 
require treatm ent. Another 
30 percent do not get enough 
venom to worry about but 
eventually re q u ire som e 
treatm ent. Only about 40 
percent 
require 
extensive 
and rapid treatm ent 


Symptoms and signs of 
snake bite where venom has 
been 
in jected 
include 
blueness, sw elling, pain, 
nausea and vomiting, low 
blood pressure, slow heart 
rate, lack of waste removal 
and 
in 
e x tre m e 
cases, 
coma. 
A little common sense can 
p revent m ost sn ak eb ites, 
Stay out of thick brush, look 
before stepping over a log or 
other 
o b stru ctio n , 
look 
before placing your hand in 
a crevice when climbing 
rocks, w ear boots or tough 
shoes in snake country and 
re stra in from search in g 
burrows and crevices with 
hands. 
Most 
snakes 
would 
be 
content to go on their way 
undisturbed if left alone. 
Don’t feel compelled to kill 
every snake you see. Even 
poisonous snakes should be 
left alone unless they are 
found near inhabited areas.
